Immediate
Iy atter the attack commenced, the Crown
Priuce and staff hastened from their quar-
ters at Versailles to the field of action. The
French troops advanced under cover of a
heavy fire from their forts, the advance
posts of the Sixth Corps meantime falling
back to the main line. After nearly three
Lours’ hard fichting, during which the
| Prussian lines were unshaken. the French
gave way before a heavy fire of artillery,
retreating toward their forts. As socon as
the hackward movement commenced by the
French the Fifth German Corps ook the
offensive, vieorousiy following the French,
eatting off their flizht and capturing many
| prisoners.  The Frenzh troops behaved bet-
| ter than on former occasions, but they were
compelled to retreat in disorder.  The Prus-
sizns loss is ronghly estimated at four or
five hundred.
